Madrid, April 15.—The nots which the 


Spanish government will telegraph to the 
powers will review the whole Cuban 
question, pointing out that the trouble 
with the United States arose through the 
clamor of tho sugar manufacturers who 
fomented and organized the entire reso- 
lution.

Washington, April 16.—The attention 


of the civiliiT'1 world is focussed upon 
the senate ot

Its action probably depends the rromen- 
tous question of war between this coun- 
try and Spain. 
The action ot thi_- house 


In adopting resolutions looking to armed 
intervention in the 
Cuban rebellion 


transferred the center of interest and 
action from one wing of the capitol to 
the other. 
Upon the senate therefore, 


as was Iterated-and reiterated on the 
floor yesterday, rests the responsibility 
for delay or action. 


For more than six hours the senate had 


the resolutions proposed by th« com- 
mittee on foreign relations un'dqr con- 
sideration. The speeches delivered upon 
the various phases of the situation, el- 
oquent, spirited and vehement as all of 
them were, disclosed no irreconcilable 
differences among those who spoke. All 
\vere in favor of action of some kind by 
the government of the United States. 
The most radical difference was as to 
whether the resolutions finally adopted 
should recognize the independence of 
the Cuban republic, or simply declare 
for armed intervention with a view to 
the ultimate freedom and independence 
of the Cuban people. 


The speakers were accorded the most 


profound attention both by senators on i 
the floor and by the throngs in the gal- 
leries. 
Among those who listened to 


a part of the debate were Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and a considerable number 
of the diplomatic corps, Speaker Reed, 
Justice Harlan of the supreme court and 
W. J. Bryan. The speeches were inter- 
spersed with sharp and spirited col- 
loquies, some of which caused intense 
excitement in the galleries. Many times 
the applause both on the floor and in 
the .galleries was tumultuous, the vice 
president being obliged more than once 
lo wa_m spectators that no demonstra- 
tions, under the rules, were to be per- 
mitted. 


Mr. Turner spoke without notes, and 


with great deliberation. 
He made a 


bitter attack upon the president for pur- 
suing "a weak and puerile course, full 
of evasion and equivocation and^ hav- 
ing for Its object the binding of the 
American 'people and the muzzling of 
the American congress," 
He cEarged 


that the Ma.ne report was held back at 
the suggestion of the president. In order 
that the delay might be utilized in fur- 
ther dickering and dealing with Spain. 
Congress has been cajoled 
with iri- 


descent and evanescent promises that 
have not jjet been made good. 
Eu- 


ropean capitalists have chuckled at cur 
delay and indefinite policy, and the pope 
declares to the queen regent that "the | 
nresid«nt has been placed in a position 
.where it ia difficult for him to decide 
fc'hat cour»e to pursue." -. _ . . . 


Senator Hoar could not Join m "taw 


criticism of the president, who, he em- 
phasized, represented the American peo- 
ple. 
"I approve What he has done and 


said," continued HT. Hoar, "and what 
he has nof said e.nd done. 
I life; his 


holding back for. a peaceful solution so 
long as there wai a thought that peace 
could toe had wjth hpnor. Do you think, 
when you criticise this brave American 
soldier's love of peace, what war is aud 
who suffer by It? 
The persons who 


suffer by modern wars are not the men 
who provoke them. Every modern wai 
Is a burden upon the poor man, while 
the glory is reaped by a few officers and 
stock jobbers." 


He admitted that the Insurgents were 


entitled to American sympathy. "Our 
hearts are stirred," said he, "by theii 
noble 
struggle for freedom." 
At ths 


same time, the insurgents jyere not al- 
together without blame for the system 
of warfare practised in 
Cuba, 
He 


quoted Clara Barton in support of thia 
statement, paying her a high, compli- 
ment. 
He did not, however, think that 


the action of the Cubans should pre- 
vent the United States from Intervening. 
He appealed to the senatora not to be 
divided on any technical question or to 
make partisan political capital out of 
the situation. He said that it was per- 
fectly right to expel Spain from tiie isl- 
and. 
."With this," he said, "we are 


all agreed. 
Peace can only come with 


the expulsion of Spain from Cuba." Thie 
being the case, he added, be was per- 
fectly willing to give tfie president powei 
to intervene at any time when circum- 
stances rendered it accessary.

' OT MUCH FEAE OF YELLOW FETER 


Medical Corps Thinks Our Sojdlers 


Would Not Suffer In Event of Invasion. 
Spain's Navy Weak—To Capture Havana 
Without Cruelty. 


•WASHINGTON, April 15.—[Special.]—To 


occupy Cuba, that is tbe' programme of 
our naval and military experts. They cal- 
culate that It is not going to be a very 
difficult task either. At the present time 
Spain has no fleet in Cnban waters that 
can stand before tbe squadron of Captain 
Sampson. Only two of tbe Spanish ships 
now on this side tbe Atlantic are good 
fighting craft, tbe Oquendo and Vlzcaya. 
They are first class and able to meet any- 
thing we have, numbers being equal 
Spain has two or three other so -called 
cruisers at Havana or in Cuban waters, 
but they are imall^ffjdwor in soon bad 
state of repair tbat they are not capable of 
offering any resistance at all to ships of 
first rate power. Ttfen there are a lot of 
little gnnboaibs, sneh as Spain has used in 
patrolling the coast of Cuba in a vain ef- 
fort to oatob filibuster expeditions. But 
these are not given a moment's thought 
by our caval men, for every one of them 
would run to cover at tbe first approach of 
an enemy. 


How to tsko possession of Havana with- 


out bombarding tbe city and thus inflict- 
ing drqgdfnl loss of life upon-tbe inhabit- 
ants as well a« groat destruction of prop- 
erty is a problem which bae bothered both 
our civil and military leaders. Any un- 
necessary destruction orernelty would not 
be compatible with tbe instincts or desires 
of tbe American people. It IB not tbe Wish 
of tbe United States to-mako a savage or 
severe war in Cabs. It IB not a war of ra- 
ven go or of conquest. The duty in Cuba 
whiab tbe people and tbe government Of 
tbe United States have been gradually 
getting ready to perform is one of human- 
ity. 


Concerning Yellow Fever. 


Tbe president wonld like to obtain con- 


trol of tbe chief city of Gnbo without pot- 
ting in execution a policy of undue sever- 
ity. If it is passible to attain the surrender 
of tho city without a bombardment, that 
will be regarded aa tbe bast possible way 
out of tho difficulty. Naval authorities say 
Havana can be blockaded by onr fleets and 
that a blockade would starve the city into 
subjection In a short time. In a few hours 
tbe question of bow to solve this problem 
may be decided. Events are now moving 
with great rapidity, and almost; anything 
is likely to happen during tbe next 72 
hours. 


If tbe United States occupies Cuba with 


a military force, there are fears our troops 
will suffer greatly from yellow fever and 
similar diseases in tbe hot, wet climate of 
Cuba, but this fear is not shared by the 
medical corps of the army. They point to 
tbe fact that yellow fever is a city disease. 
It is present only In the cities and towns 
of Cuba where tbe drainage is inefficient 
or lacking altogether and Where tbe water 
supply is tainted. Some of tbe Cuban cit- 
ies are inexpressibly foul. Santiago de 
Cuba is said to be tbe dirtiest city in the 
world. Instead of sewers the drainage of 
the town is carried in open ditches by tbo 
sides of tbe stroets, exposed to tbo air and 
fostering in the hot summer's sun. It is 
not surprising that yellow fever rages in 
such places. It is pointed out by 00* med- 
ical men that away from these unsanitary 
cities the climate of Cuba Is healthful and 
that our troops, with tbelr good medical 
corps, tbeir admirable sanitary arrange- 
ments and with intelligence enough on 
the part of the individual soldiers to enable 
them to take care of themselves, ought not 
to suffer muob. 


Mortality Among Spanish Ooldlen. 
Tbcto has 'been a groat mortality among 


tho soldiers sent out from Spain because 
they v, ero for the most Dart young boys 
who did not understand bow to take care 
of tbeir health. They would eat to their 
fill of fruits, lie about in the hot sun and 
expect to keep well. Of course tbe fevers 
caught many of them. 


One difficulty about occupying Havana 


is geing to be what to do with tho volun- 
teer forces of that elty. Then volunteers 
have been strangely loyal to Spain. 
Al- 


though many of their kinsmen are in the 
rebellion, they have stood by tbe flag in 
season and out of season. They tie said to 
constitute a formidable force, and before 
they gijfnuuuf are likely to not up a stiff 
rmlstance. Even alter the United States 
obtains possession of tbe town the volun- 
teers are likely to give t> good deal of trou- 
ble. 


Tatar* of Cube. 


It Is now rather too early to speculate 


much about the future of Cuba, trat It Is 
noteworthy tkat there is growing in Wash- 
ington quite a sentiment In favor of an- 
nexation of tbe Island. The feeling that 
after all tbe Cubans cannot be trusted to 
set up and manage a stable, permanent 
government is constantly growing. They 
may be able to do so after a time, but Jurt 
tow tbe chances are factional strife will 
roak out among thorn. The Spaniards 
ml tbe Cohans are pretty sore to ,arry 
ibcir bitterness Into civil life. A struggle 
will follow between them for mnstery, and 
IffeftJo tkepjeJTei nq one familiar with 


we umna WOUKTM surprised to see anoth- 
er civil war break out. 


The Spaniards are the property owning 


elan, ths wen of affair*, the professional 
men, the natural leaders of things In the 
cities and towns. They are likoly to stand 
together to sen to it that tho mountain 
rangers under Gomez and Garcia do not 
obtain control of tho new government 
which is to baestablishod after the author- 
ity of Spain shall have been broken down. 
For those reasons it ir.ay be necessary for 
the United States to keep Cuba at n son 
of suzerainty or colony managed in trust.

Shell one quart of peanuts and crush 


fine. Put one pound of powdered sugar 
in a shallow pan and allow it to melt 
slowly on the back part of the stove. Do 
not add any water to it. Have ready a 
hot dish, buttered freely, and when the 
sugar has melted, sprinkle the nuts on 
the dish, and over them pour the melted 
sugar. Have the dish large enough so 
that the candy will be quite thin.

He continues to write of the cook- 
ing of flsh and I will let him tell his own 
story.

My Dear Doctor: 


We had fried fish in my last letter and 


I suggested I would give you a hint as to 
my way of boiling and baking later. For 
either of these purposes let me suggest 
that you are dealing with larger fish and 
that In spite of the increased size they 
should still, if possible, be cooked whole, 
or -at any rate in one piece. Of course, 
with salmon, this is not possible In a 
family of five, but get say four pounds, 
and keep the fish entire. 


Salmon is more generally boiled for 


the table and never should be cut or 
broken up till placed before your guests. 
To ensure the entirety of the flsh it must 
be either cooked in a fish kettle (one with 
a grate in the bottom that can be re- 
m<j v ou with the salmon upon it) or care- 
fully wound with a fish cloth (a piece of 
cheese cloth or fine linen) and cooked in 
an ordinary dish. 


Two methods of boiling fish are in 


vogue; one to place the fish in boiling 
water and cook thus steadily till done, 
or, secondly, and the way I prefer, put 
the fish in cold water and place the ket- 
tle over the fire, letting1 the water come 
to a boil. As soon as it boils place the 
kettle back, or on a corner of the stove, 
and let it simmer for an hour without 
again boiling,; If you adopt this latter 
plan .place in the water a carrot, a 
sliced onion and half a dozen grains of 
whole pepper. 


A nice way to serve boiled salmon is 


to place it on a long dish, on a folded 
napkin, and place around it the potatoes 
necessary for the guests. The sauce 
should be served in a .separate dish. 


A nice sauce for all kinds of boiled fish 


la that popularly called Hollandaise. 
Those who wish to impress their import- 
ance upon the public have given to the 
world recipes for this sauce that would 
make a professional cook, on account of 
the complications Introduced, tremble, 
but I will try and simplify it and I as- 
sure you the results will be equally aa 
pleasing Place a saucepan on a cor- 
ner of the stove (or if you have one at 
hand use a double holler) and in it put 
one-fourth pound of butter, mixed with 
two tablespoonfuls of flour ( a wooden 
spoon being best for the purpose), add 
the juiee of one lemon, a little salt and 
pepper, and one glasa of water. Stir the ! B>ark 
whole until the pap becomes uniform, 
when you should add, carefully stirring 
in, the yolks of three eggs and another 
one-quarter pound of butter. Don't let 
the mixture boll and you have one of the 
best of white sauces. 


To vary thU dish you may easily have 


a caper sauee, adding, when ready to 
serve, two tablespoonfuls of capers. 


The sauce called "Maitre d'Hotel" is 


one of the simplest served, being noth- 
ing more nor leas than fresh butter 
mixed with chopped parsley. The mixt- 
ure unmelted SB placed over the fish and 
is melted by the heat of the dish. 


For baking, blue fish, bass, cod and 


other sea flsh are most popular. Let me 
give you one of the best ways of treat- 
Ing them I know, taking a five pound 
bass as an exampe. 


Pour in the baking pan a wineglass 


full of olive oil, in which, when warm, 
you place your flsh, having first placed 
within it a large chopped onion and but- 
ter the size of an egg, cut up into pieces, 
When the fish Is in position in the pan, 
salt and p«£?er thoroughly and put into 
a good oven (not too hot nor too slow), 
and bake for half an hour. Then add a 
glass of water and half a can of toma- 
toes, and if you have them, a dozen 
mushroooms, cut into small piecee, and 
continue cooking and basting frequent- 
ly until done. 
Serve on a hot patter, 


surrounding the flsh with a sauce 
formed by tomatoes, etc. If the sauce 
is too thick, add more water when cook- 
ing. 


Of variations from the above, there 


are many, with the result that from this 
formula you obtain several of the so- 
called Spanish dishes. I will suggest 
one or two. With the chopped onion, 
used as directed above, you mix one or 
two green peppers and one small garlic, 
and you have a dish that masquerades 
under half a dozen different names. An- 
other variation is to put in with the to- 
matoes some green peas and a spoonful 
or more, as your taste dictates, of table 
sauce. No matter what the combina- 
tion that enters Into the sauce or dress- 
ing, be sure the flsh is well cooked. 


Try these recipes. They will please 


you, I think. We will consider entres

WHITE MOUNTAIN CAKE. 


(Mrs. Owens.) 


Scant one-half cup of Cottolene, two 


cups of sugar, three cups of flour, one 
cup of milk, two egga, two teaspoonfuls 
of cream of tartar, one teaspoonful of 
soda. Stir together without separating 
the eggs. Put frosting between the lay- 
ers. 


OYSTER PIE. 


Line a. plate with crust, and two rims, 


fill with cloth, coyer and bake. Parboil 
one pint of oysters. Drain off the liquor 
and add milk enough to make one cup 
Cook two tablespoonfuls of flour in two 
of hot butter; add liquor; season with 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, one salt- 
spoonful of petpper. Add oysters, cook 
a minute and turn into the crust. Re- 
place, cover and serve immediately. 


COFFEE CAKE. 


One-half cup of butter, one cup of 


brown sugar, one cup of molasses, one 
cup of boiled coffee, one beaten egg, four 
cups of flour, one heaping teaspoonful of 
bakirg powder, one tablespoonful of 
cinnamon, one teaspoonful of cloves, two 
pounds of seedless raisins, one-quarter 
of a pound of sliced citron. Dredge the 
fruit and add last. Bake one hour. 


VEAL, HASH WITH EGOS. 


Chop fine some remnants of cold veal. 


To a pint of meat add half a cup of fine 
breadcrumbs and nearly a cup and a 
half of gravy. Put in a saucepan over 
the fire to heat. When hot add three 
eggs, slightly beaten, and stir until the 
eggs are set; then serve at once. Toma- 
to sauce may be used, If no meat gravy 
be at hand. 


CARAMELS. 


One cupful of sugar, one cupful of mo- 


lasses, one cupful of milk, one cupful of 
grated chocolate and butter the size of 
an ess. Boil molasses and sugar, mix 
the chocolate with the milk and add it to 
the boiling molasses; add the butter just 
before removing from the fire. Poo? 
Into shallow pans, and when half cold 


in squares. 


CREAM OF WHEAT PANCAKES. 
Beat the yolk of one egg- and a piece of 


butter the size of a walnut; add two 
cups of milk. 
Heat in a double boiler 


and stir in slowly a scant half cup of 
wheat. Stir until thickened; then take 
from the fire, and when partially cool 
stir in the white of an egg, whipped, a 
teaspoonful of baking powder and half a 
teaspoonful of salt. 


NEW YORK PUDDING. 


Twelve crackers soaked over night in 


three pints of milk. In the morning add 
five eggs, one pint of raisins, a pinch of 
salt, cinnamon, nutmeg, sugar to taste 
and three pints more of milk. Bake 3!! 
the forenoon in a moderate oven. To be 
eaten with a dry sauce. Sauce: Sugar, 
butter, vanilla and nutmeg.

FRICASSEED TRIPE WITH 


OYSTERS. 


Cut a pound of tripe in narrow strips, 


put a small cup of milk to it, add a bit 
of butter, the size of an egg, dredge in 
a large teaspoonful of flour and season 
it with salt and pepper. Let it simmer 
gently for an hour and serve hot. Put 
the oysters in five minutes before dishins 
up. 


LARDED POTATOES. 


After washing, use an apple-corer, to 


take a piece out of the potatoes from end 
to end; in each potato put a strip of salt 
pork or bacon, seasoned with pepper, 
and bake them in an earthen dish in 
which they can be sent to the table. 
Serve them hot. 


JELLY CAKE. 


One cupful of butter, two cupfuls of 


•ugar, one cupful of sweet milk, four 
eggs, three cupfuls of flour, four tea' 
Spoonfuls of baking powder and one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla. 
Bake In shallow 


tins and put together In layers with jel- 
ly between. 


PLAIN DARK CAKE. 


One and one-half cups of sugar, two 


tablespoonfuls of molasses, one cup of 
butter, one-half cup of sour milk, one 
teaspoonful of soda, two eggs, two and 
one-half cups of flour, a little of all kinds 
of spice, currants and raisins.

with the crime of murder. He is now 
under arrest at the hotpital, a police offi- 
cer guarding him constantly. There is 
same fear that he will attain attempt to 
kill himself, but every precaution will be 
taken to prevent this. 


Mrs. 
Bamford became convir o sd that 


she inust die Thursday afternoon, and 
late in the day City Solicitor Ashe took 
her statement in regard to the affair. She 
was very willing to t*1*, although she 
had previously refused, and told freely all 
the circumstances of the shooting. 


She told not only of the morning of the 


shooting, but went over some of the cir- 
cumstances of the family life, show'rig 
that Mr. Bamford had been a quarrelsome 
husband and that the trouble which re- 
salted ID the shooting was the culmina- 
tion of his ill treatment. The officials 
wonld not give ont inoro of herstatemei t. 


This statement, however, being coir,- 


plete, together with the statements 
• f 


Bamford himself after the shooting, wit,* 
the testimony of those who saw the afiair, 
is considered conclusive and, the cnarga 
of murder will b6 well btcied by t. e 
evidence. 


Mrs. Bamford's death brings sorrow,

Paris, March ZS.—ln Paris it Is only 


the calendars which keep strict account 
of Lent, the close of the carnival by 
no means signifying an extinguishing 
of the lights or a cessation of the music 
and a turning from worldly festivities 
to higher thoughts. Hence the near 
approach of Easter does not create the 
ripple of excitement and ^pcpectatlon 
that it would if the 40 days' fast and 
penitence were so accurately observed 
that their termination would mean a 
return to delights and amusements 
which had become doubly desirable 
through being so long debarred. To be 
sure, Lent has been rather quiet, so 
dally speaking, this year, but so wa*. 
the preceding carnival, and if there 
have been few dances It is because 
there was nobody to dance. For a long 
time, even in the houses of good Catho- 
lic?, dancing has been permitted to con- 
tinue until at least the middle of Lent, 
and, although there has been a remark- 
ably small amount of this species of en- 
tertainment this season it may be more 
truthfully laid to the account of a gen- 
eral falling off in the taste for the 
amusement than to a sudden increase 
of piety. 
Receptions, musicales and 


dinners have likewise been fewer in 
number, many Parisians having has- 
tened away from the metropolis to 
warmer and more salubrious spots- 
Nice, the Littoral and Rome. Those 
who have remained have not dreamed 
of closing their houses, which were 
opened somewhat late, and have shown 
no inclination to forego whatever good 
society the city has to offer. 


Although Paris enjoys a more mod- 


erate and equable climate than New 
Tork, spring as a fashionable season is 
not reckoned as beginning so early as 
in the American city, and the arbiters 
of the wardrobe are extremely Jealous 
In guarding the secrets of fashion which 
they do not mean shall be forthcoming 
until the opening of spring, according 
to their ideas. So all genuine informa- 
tion with regard to the styles which 
•will prevail during the warm weather 
must be diligently sought for, since it 
Is not to be picked up at the first shop 
one enters. Of course a great deal al- 
\v ays depends upon chance. A certain 
number of new fashions will be launch- 
ed, all equally well accfedited perhaps 
•and nearly equally attractive to all ap- 
pearance. Tet out of this number two 
or three will meet with enthusiastic 
welcome and will be worn by every- 
body. A larger proportion will be ac- 
cepted calmly, and some will fall ut- 
terly flat, all the time expended upon 
their invention and development going 
for nothing, because nobody will look at 
them for a moment. There is no possi- 
bility of predicting beforehand exactly 
how the question will be decided, since 
its settlement seems to rest entirely up- 
on caprice. What takes in Paris usu- 
ally "goes" in America after having 
been subjected to more or less transat- 
lantic exaggeration. Meanwhile, until 
Easter opens the hearts of the modistes, 
the public must remain unsatisfied as 
to a knowledge of just what fashions 
will be submitted for its acceptance or 
refusal. 
Some hint of warm weather 


styles, however, always 
leaks out 


through the instrumentality of those 
costumes provided for the Paris contin- 
gent which flits to Nice and other re- 
sorts where a balmy temperature pre- 
vails. Winter clothes cannot be worn 
in those places, and designers are sel- 
dom able to compose anything for the 
demiseason which shall not show in 
what direction their minds are tending 


for the fashions of the regular season. 
Thus it may be predicted that Japanese 
silks, fine, soft and light, are to com- 
pose many summer toilets of a clinging 
and much betrlmmed character. Some 
exquisite importations of theae fabrics 
are already to be seen, and there is ev- 
ery Indication that they will meet with 
entire success. Some have a plain sur- 
face, some show a broche design, and 
there are all sorts of colors and printed 
patterns. For blpuses, summer cos- 
tumes and elegant house gowns these 
silks will be largely used, and already 
the most elaborate underwear is being

ground Is covered with pink carnations, 
and the gowh opens in polonaise fash- 
ion over a skirt of lace and a blouse 
bodice front of ivory mousseline de sole 
very finely plaited.

ly influence the general style -t ap- 
parel. The empire fan has been the fan 
par excellence during the winter, and 
now the empire coiffure is becoming 
more and more frequently adopted bv 
Parisian women. Bandeaux are waved 
over the temples, and the back hair is 
arranged in a knot placed high upon 
the head, a few loops or curls escaping 
from the coil. Large combs and orna- 
mental pins complete the effect. These 
combs are often outlined with dia- 
monds set in bands or have Louis 
Quinze designs, also in diamonds, in- 
crusted upon the shell. 


Never indeed have jewels been more 


lavishly worn than now. Fashions in 
gems change from time to time, and 
occasionally jewelry falls Into disuse 


among elegant women except for full 
dress evening occasions of great cere- 
mony. Nevertheless it never "goes out" 
for any long period of time, and while 
different kinds of semiprecious stones 
often enjoy a great vogue for a little 
while and during their reign command 
a price quite out of proportion to their 
intrinsic value they soon sink Into ob- 
acurity again and become practically 
worthless, leaving the field to those 
gems which never go out of fashion be- 
cause they are so rare and costly. Such 
are diamonds and rubies, which are 
worn by their fortunate owners even 
when jewelry, simply as Jewelry, Is not 
In favor. At present all kinds of stones 
are worn and to such an extent that 
women who cannot buy the real un- 
blushingly wear the imitation. Some of 
these imitations are most wonderful, 
too, and might deceive the very elect, 
the French being marvelously deft In 
mimicking precious gems. Good Imita- 
tions of fine jewels are by no means 
cheap and are often placed in costly 
and elaborate settings. 


Turquoises and amethysts are perhaps 


the most fashionable stones at present. 
They are combined with pearls and dia- 
monds, with opals, which is less pleas- 
ing, and with each other, which is hide- 
ous, but a novelty. A sort of ornament 
now adopted with evening gowns is a 
little breastplate or plastron of dia- 
monds mingled with colored jewels. The 
classical—and costly—pearl necklace is 
also worn by women who can get it, 
while there are pearl necklets of a less 
expensive variety composed of rows of 
little pearls connected by diamond cross 
bars. A simpler but exceedingly pretty 
collar of the same style, suitable for a 
very young woman, consists of rows of 
small pink coral beads connected by 
bars sat with tiny brilliants. 


The safest way to keep valuable jew- 


elry, aside from putting it in a safe de- 
posit vault, is to wear it, and women 
who own costly gems often wear them 
for security's sake underneath the house 
or street gown. Fortunately the scin- 
tillations of diamonds are not X rays, or 
they might shine through many a se- 
verely simple tailor made walking 
gown. 


A new material, just produced, Is 


cashmere veloute—a fabric of a soft and 
supple character 
similar to that of 


crape and in appearance like fleur de 
velours, but finer and thinner. This is 
for gowns to be worn during the cool 
days of summer, While in thinner tex- 
tiles there is a wide range, including 
voiles, crapes, grenadines, gauzes and 
silks. The most brilliant and delicate 
coloring is seen among them, both in 
plain and in iridescent effects, and the 
latter are often obtained by placing a 
transparent fabric of plain color over 
another, also plain, but of a different 
color. 


Silk and cloth In combination form 


some attractive out of door gowns now 
in preparation, and a notable feature In 
these costumes is the little cloth cape 
to match, entirely plain and so short as 
to be a mere pelerine, scarcely more 
than a very wide collar. This forms a 
pretty finish to the toilet and affords a 
real protection in case of a sudden 
shower or an unexpected fall of tem- 
perature. 


There are so many attractive things 


demanding mention that it is difficult 
to know how to stop. It will not do to 
ignore the flower boas which are to re- 
place those made of feathers and to 
surround fashionable n'ecks with vio- 
lets, pinks, rSses, snowballs and pop- 
pies.

TRIMMING. 


What would the women of Geqrge 


Washington's time have thought of our 
present fashions? They had some fan- 
cies then that now seem outlandish to 
us. 
Would our current beauties of 


dress have struck them as ridiculous? 
Of course there's little to be gained by 
conjecture In these matters, but to 
the .credit of latter day folk be it said 
that few of the notions now advanced- 
very few, indeed, of those that win ac- 
ceptance—are lacking in beauty and 
taste, though they may seem strikingly 
singular at first. A case in point was a 
woman at whom every one looked be- 
cause her gown of violet cloth wag fin- 
ished from the edge of the skirt to the 
knees with close set rows of fringe. The 
fringe was wool and part of the weave 
of the material, just as the fashionable 
"tuck" effect is often a part of the goods, 
but so artistic was the work that none 
could be sure whether the fringe was 
really in the weave or sewed on. One- 
girl sniffed a little and remarked to her 
companion that "it looked like furni- 
ture," but that was Jealousy, for it 
didn't suggest any such thing. 


Such novelties of weave are held at 


almost prohibitive prices when new, and 
many of the new forms of applique work 
that now adorn skirts are costly, but 
one thing can be said in their favor even 
by women who can't afford them—they 
constitute skirt trimming that is not 
in any way related to the overskirt, 
which, like the bogy man, la going to 
catch us if we don't watch out. The 
applique design of bowknots la fre- 
quently seen in lace braid, the rest of 
the design being embroidery In several- 
shades of pink and green silk. Pale 
green taifeta was the material of the 
gown thus mounted, lengthwise bands 
and a flower design of the embroidery 
appearing on the bodice front. The yoke 
was shirred white mousseline, white 
lace giving the points over it, and the 
epaulets, belt and collar were pink silk 
and the sleeves were shirred chiffon! 
"For visiting," was the way the gown's 
designer classified his model. Surely a 
visitor thus attired should make her 
impression! 


Handsome Dress Goods. 


Russian blouses of black, 
green, 


brown, blue and gray silks of various 
weaves, plain and full across the fronts 
or laid in narrow tucks at the top to 
form a deep pointed yoke, will be worn 
next season with skirts of faille, cloth, 
repped wool and some of the many nov- 
el "fancies" in silk and wool. To the 
blouses will be added jeweled belts 
whose setting of semiprecious stones 
will match or contrast handsomely with 
the color pf the silk forming it. 


Many of the new blouse models still 


open down the left side, while others 
fasten directly down the front and turn 
back with wide, short revers that, as a 
rule, are made of the blouse material 
alone and not faced with a different 
fabric. 


Odd and pretty models are formed en- 


tirely of silk braid about half an inch 
wide made into shape by crossing lines 
of the fiat braid, forming wide open- 
work block or diamond patterns. These 
dressy affairs are sometimes covered 
with jet nail heads and pendants. They 
are made a little low in the neck and 
sleeveless and are designed to slip on 
over a second high necked, long sleeved 
silk or satin blouse in cerise, pink, 
green or some other becoming color. 


Silk nets for sashes and fichus and

HOW TO FURNISH 


A FLAT FOR $150. 


We will take it for granted that our 


flat is a small one and the family to 
correspond—six rooms and bath for a 
family of four, father, mother, child and 
rnaid. The flat is steam heated, with 
stationary icebox and hot water sup- 
plied. 
The demands of housekeepers 


and the severe competition have made 
these concessions necessary and pro- 
curable. Assuming that the means are 
limited, the idea will be to furnish 
plainly, yet tastefully, to spend nothing 
on superfluities and to combine use 
with beauty as far aa possible. Begin- 
ning with the maid's room, which Is 
usually at the back of the flat, we will 
allow for her a good strong white iron 
cot at $3.65 and a cot pad at $1.50, a 
plain cane seated chair at 75 cents and 
a small deal table with oak legs at the 
same price. If there is an objection to 
letting the maid use the bathroom, a 
washstand and utensils will have to be 
gupplied, but experience goes to prove 
that to allow the maid access to the 
bathroom In the early morning before 
the rest of the family has arisen Is 
conducive both to the cleanliness of 
the girl and the comfort of the house- 
hold. 


Living in such a limited space, It Is 


necessary to have a girl of a more re- 
fined type than is easily procurable. 
The wisest plan is to leave no stone 
unturned to secure such a one and,hav- 
ing secured her, to make her comforta- 
ble and happy by every legitimate 
means. A closet or wall hooks for her 
clothes will be provided by the owner, 
and there will be room for her little 
trunk at the foot of her bed. So our 
maid's room is furnished for $6.65. AH 
that will be necessary to the furnishing 
of the kitchen will be a deal table of a 
size suitable to the dimensions of the 
room. This will cost $1.50. Adequate' 
washtubs and dresser are stationary 
conveniences. 


The dining room is approached next 


and is a much more important matter. 
If you have a hard wood floor, as is 
the case in many apartment houses, you 
are well off. If not, stain the entire 
floor with a color that matches the 
woodwork. Put down in appropriate 
places two 6 by 3 rugs. Smyrnas can 
be purchased for $2 and jute for less 
money. We 
will estimate on 
the 


Smyrnas, which always look well and 
can be obtained in very pretty, harmo- 
nious colors. 


Here the sideboard Is the most Im- 


portant article of furniture. A good 
serviceable oak sideboard can be bought 
for $22. The difficulty in buying Inex- 
pensive furniture is that It is Impossible 
to find the plain, unornate article. Being 
manufactured to catch the taste of the 
people, they abound In poor imitations 
of better grades of furniture. One must 
choose among them as best one can and 
§e!ect a sideboard with as little "flum- 
mery" on It as possible. 


A very good, thoroughly satisfactory 


table, an oak extension, can be bought 
for $3.85; oak chairs with cane seats, 
plain and good, for 81. We will allow for 
four of these. A box couch which can 
be used for the sleeping accommoda- 
tion of the child, covered with cretonne 
or denim and provided with excellent 
springs, will cost $9. This will serve as 
a convenient receptacle for all of mad- 


am's best dresses or for anything else 
which It may be necessary to have near 
at hand, yet comfortably disposed of. 
Piled high with cushions, which can be 
made very cheaply of old pillows, wool 
or even clean old rags, the box couch 
will be a most comfortable resting place. 
A rattan rocker at $2.50 completes the 
furnishing of the dining room, which 
has cost us $45.35. The three remain- 
ing rooms are of course the parlor, the 
little room off the parlor, which has 
either folding doors leading from the 
parlor or a place for a portiere, and the 
bedroom. 


In the bedroom we must have either a 


double bed or, using a single one, ac- 
commodate the other half of the pater- 
nal entity in some other part of the 
flat. In any case we shall need to pro- 
vide two chiffoniers or bureaus. These 
can be bought in oak for $9, and the 
two bedroom chairs, also in oak, will 
cost $1.25 each. 
Estimating on the 


double bed, a white Iron one, the cost 
will be at the least §9—$4.50 for the 
bedstead and the same price for the 
springs and a flock topped mattress. 
The hair mattress is a nice thing, but 
It is a luxury. It is the cheapest thing, 
though, in the end, but at present we 
•are presuming that immediate economy 
is necessary. The flock topped mattress 
will give very good satisfaction for 
three years. The bedroom is, of course, 
already provided with a clothes closet. 
Having put a double bed in our bed- 
room, the two front rooms can be thrown 
together and will make a lovely parlor 
library. If you have hard wood floors in 
your front rooms, do as in the dining 
room for floor coverings, buying larger 
and better Smyrna rugs, two for each 
room of 6 by 3, or, if you prefer it, ge't 
a large rug for the middle of each room. 
In the former case the expense would 
be about $12; In the latter, $18. In the 
little study room put a lady's oak writ- 
Ing desk (or cherry, if it is preferred), 
$8; an easy chair, or Morris chair, $7, 
and a pretty rocker, $2.50. In the parlor 
proper a pretty oak or cherry table will 
cost $5, a bookcase 18, a parlor lounge, 
covered with bright cretonne, $15, and 
two dainty chairs $2 each. There is al- 
ways accommodation of some kind for 
ornaments In the parlor of an apart- 
ment, so with the aid of the little pol- 
ished table madam will have place for 
her precious knickknacks till such time 
as an improved financial condition wiii 
allow of the purchase of a cabinet. 


If It is not thought wise to put the 


child on the box couch In the dining 
room, the couch may be eliminated and 
a good white Iron bedstead with excel- 
lent springs be purchased for the same 
money. Then the little back parlor can 
be converted into a bedroom by means 
of thick curtains or the folding doors. 
But, it at all possible, the other is much 
the more pleasant way and dpes away 
with much of that uncomfortable, 
cramped look and feeling that one usu- 
ally associates with apartment life. The 
child's toilet can be performed in the 
bathroom, and by teaching him to arise 
early in the morning and the maid to 
thoroughly air- the room for half an 
hour and then lay the coverings oway 
In the box couch breakfast time would 
come without any Indications that the 
dining room had afforded a sleeping 
place. 


A word as to folding beds, the in- 


stinctive recourse of the flat liver. Al- 
though some people use and like them 
and have apparently no complaint to 
make of them, the almost universal ex- 
perience is that they are unhealthful 
and unclean. A wise advice would be to 
avoid them if possible. The box couch 
affords an admirable substitute and is 
decidedly more hygienic. 


In the case of being obliged to use the

expenses. The prices quoted may seem 
somewhat lower than those at the aver- 
age furniture store, and in the majority 
of instances this is the case. The large 
department stores give us more reason- 
able fig-ures.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


The latest method of removing Ink 


stains is by the immediate application 
of dry salt before the ink has dried. 
When the salt becomes discolored by 
absorbing the ink, brush it off and ap- 
ply more. Wet slightly. Continue until 
the ink has disappeared. 


For brown gravies and sauces use 


flour browned in the oven that Is well 
baked and cooked before using. 


Carbonate of soda dissolved in water 


will remove mud stains from dresses. 
Lay the soiled part on the cloth and 
wash and rub the places with water, 
keeping the dress quite smooth. 


To clean alabaster apply fuller's 


earth, pipe clay or whiting for three or 
four hours, then wash off. If very dir- 
ty and stained, first wash with aqua 
fortis diluted with water. 


After using a silver fork for flsh, es- 


pecially anything strong smelling, like 
herring, the odor often clings to the 
silver even after washing. To prevent 
this directly the fork has been used 
wash It in warm water and then stand 
it in a basin of tea leaves for a few 
minutes. 


Chamois skin, which has been so long 


employed as a useful article, is now 
permitted to be ornamental. The skin is 
soft and pliable enough for needlework 
and can also be painted upon, as most 
women know. A good yellow chamois 
skin makes a delightful sofa pillow, and, 
stamped as a piece of cloth, it can be 
worked in washing silki- It will wash 
again and again if care Is taken not to 
shrink the chamois. If the skin Is paint- 
ed, it should be stretched on a drawing 
board during the process and left three 
days to dry. Finish the pillow with a 
silk frill or puffing to match the em- 
broidery. 


Rice Mold and Lemon Saace. 


Boil as much rice as required Irt milk 


until soft and sweeten with white sugar 
to taste. Grease a plain mold and fill 
it with the cooked rice; stand till cold. 
Peel a lemon very thinly, cutting the 
peel Into shreds about half an Inch long: 
put these into a half a pint of water and 
boil; then drain dry. 
Add a teacupful 


of fresh water to the peel, squeeze and 
strain the Juice of the lemon, add it. 
sweetened with sugar, to the shreds and 
water and allow to itew gently for a 
couple of hours. When cold, this will 
be a sirup, which should be poured over 
and around the rice mold. 
Set In a 


glass dish. This dlih Is very tasty and 
looks pretty.

which lie on every hand for picturesque 
combinations and pleasing touches of 
color in the home. 


Can we not conceive of the corner or 


fireside seat which shall be as rich and 
beautiful when the light of day paints 
it in relief and shadow as Is the most 
perfect picture produced by the painter's 
skill and composed with his unfailing 
regard for arrangement and balance? 
In justification of this idea I am re- 
minded of the decoration which filled a 
vacant space in a sunny south room in 
the home of a friend whose capacity for 
discovering the beauty and utility of 
the material at hand and of bringing 
the right thing for the right place from 
the most unexpected quarter amounted 
to a talent. A long divan stretched 
from the chimney piece to the corner 
of the room and stood back from a 
large window just far enough to give 
the light a chance to play a little hide 
and seek among the colors, lighting up 
the reds and yellows, throwing back 
the blues and leaving recesses in de- , 
lightful contrasting shadow. Over the 
couch was spread a rug of figured 
velours. As many as six pillows were 
seemingly thrown at random along tk. 
entire length. These were covered with 
textures in odd Moorish designs, Japa- 
nese silks in rich reds and blues and 
American silks in rainbow effects of 
soft and warm coloring. The wall at 
one end and the chimney at the other 
gave an inclosed space which made a 
head rest at either end possible. Closely 
stretched over the wall like a piece of 
tapestry was a bit of dark mahogany 
canvas, and hung in soft folds from 
the center of this, as shown In the 
illustration, wai a piece of an old Turk, 
ish shawl ioftly padded, giving an ef- 
feet of warmth and adding much to th« 
comfort of the divan. 


A narrow mantelpiece was placed 


above the canvas, and underneath a low 
relief of plaster softened by a delicate 
yellow wash was placed as a sort of 
classic border. 
The soft draperies of 


the figures of "Dawn" and "Twilight" 
floated so delicately and airily over the 
white plaster that one was led to wander 
in dream fancies while one's eyes were 
still open. And the breath of a few flow- 
ers in Japanese vases, standing on the 
shelf above one's head, led one also to 
dream of enchanted southern bowers. 
Little plasters of the Milo or other 
Greek statues also make appropriate 
decorations, for a narrow shelf of this 
kind and can be secured directly from 
the Italian manufacturers more reason- 
ably than from the art stores. 


The attractiveness of these coiy cor. 


ners Is In a great measure due to tht 
choice of rich and harmonious coloring 
and to its adaptation to the other fur- 
nishing* of the apartment. The edu- 
cated eye demand* a.complete and har. 
monfous whole a* quickly at it discard!

POISON FIEND AGAIN WORKING,

other Cow Poisoned. 


Jacob Eaton of Williamstown is in 


trouble again through the dastardly 
work of some fiendish enemy. Las' 
winter nearly all of Mr. Eaton's stock 
and poultry were killed by poisoning. 
He lost at that time a horse, one or more 
cows, a calf, a goat and a large number of 
hens.

Mr. Eaton is a hard working railroad 


man and has the sympathy of many 
friends in his misfortune. He formerly 
worked for the Fitchburg company and 
is now working on the Boston and Albany 
road between Worcester and Boston. His 
home in Williamstwon Is on the hill not 
far from Cole's grove. It is the hope of 
all that the persons guilty of these out- 
rageous crimes may be speedily detected 
and brought to justice.

This is the feeling among the strikers in 
New Bedford, as shown by a letter re- 
ceived by Mr. Keys from • friends there 
yesterday. Tbis speaks of the fact that 
the representatives here are missing all 
the fun, and tells of the waiting at the 
mill gates for the workers to come out, 
while tin horns made a Fourth of July 
occasion of it till the police interfered. 


The fact that the mills are opened is 


misleading to thole who do not know the 
circumstances, Mr. Bean said. 
Out of 


4000 weavers only about 180, all non-union 
men, 
have gone back, this statement 


being confirmed by Boston papers. The 
other departments are as badly off. The 
letter spoken of says that the reduction is 
found by many of the returned workmen 
to be 12* per cent, instead of 10 per cent. 
On the wfrole the two representatives 
here are very hopeful of the final success 
of the strikes. 


STRENGTHENING LABOR UNIONS, 


Meeting of the Central Body Last Eve- 


ning. Cotton Workers Discussed. 


The Central Labor union held its regu- 


lar meeting last evening, all the affiliated 
unions in the city being represented by 
delegates. There are now 11 of the trade 
unions, and the organization of labor in 
this city and Adams IB being constantly 
increased. Part of the business of the 
meeting was to provide for more active 
work in regard to strengthening the bar- 
bers' union, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to visit the non-uuion barber 
shops. The reorganized plumbers' union 
was reported as well under way. 


Most of the important work of the 


union is in the hands of the executive 
committee which reported on the pros- 
pects for the eight-hour ordinance pre- 
sented by the union. The committee will 
also look into the matter of the memorial 
of the cotton manufacturers of the state, 
recently published in full in this paper. 
There was much excited discussion on 
this, and ma.ny statistics were presented 
by delegates showing the comparative 
profits and wages. 


Of local trade matters third were sev- 


eral attended to^-' The grievance of the 
bartenders has been settled,*the difficulty 
on the Sullivan block is also satisfactorily 
adjusted. Union labels were again spoken 
of, and a local merchant who has his 
printing done in a non-union shop in New 
York was condemned. The two repre- 
sentatives of the ' New Bedford strikers 
spoken of else where'were present and ad- 
dressed the meeting.
